law, I may perhaps have gone out of my way, 
and as 1 now desire to say something further on 
ibe subject of slavery, perhaps it may bethought 
that 1 go still further out of my path. Be it so. 
I yield, however, to no man the right to think 
for me, and on all suitable occasions to express 
in my own way what my thoughts are. 

I say, then, as to slavery, first, that I am sure, 
in an abstract view of it, there is no sin in it- 
Abraham owned slaves; was he iherelore a sin- 
ner? He was not. Neither is that honest Ken- 
tucky farmer who inherited his slaves from a 
father whose christian virtues adorned his life, 
as those virtues do that of his son. Second, I 
will not say of it as did a friend and acquaint- 
ance of mine, a distinguished scholar aud di 
vine, now uo more, and lutely of Missouri, that, 
•'slavery is a divine institution for human good;" 
but I will sav of it, thai although like every 
other iustitution aud relaliou ol human life, 
it is liable to many perversions and great evils, 
it has conferred, nevertheless, great blessings 
upon men, and is productive of much good: and 
I will say further, that it is now our interest, our 
right, our Stat*' and national constitutional right, 
aud our duty, to stand by it, to adhere to it, and 
to maintain it Who is there to bid us nay' — 
Pardon me; we will maintain it at every ha/, 
srd! I speak not lightly. I speak not without 
reflection, and I say al every hazard. And I 
ask, shall ii be at that of the Union 1 Who says 
that the Union is endangered by it' Do we I — 
No! it is one of our constitutional rights, and 
in maintaining it, we, lo that extent, maiutaiu 
the constitution, but soberly, deliberately; if 
Irom aggressive causes from without we are 
pressed with me question, will we maintain thu 
institution of slaverv at the expense of the L' uion 
of the Slates' How shall we answer ' I know- 
that to preserve the Union in its beauty, in its 
perfection, in its power, and In its glory, we 
would all of us not only sacrifice our interests 
and just rights by yielding whatever slaves we 
may own; nay, more, there is not one of you 
but would, like Curtius ol old, lo save the Re 
public, leap in full armor into a yawuiug gulf, 
anil encounter inevitable destruction; but this 
does not meet the issue. Shall the South bold 
her slaves and let the government, the most glo- 
rious and noble and magnificent structure ever 
framed for human happiness, tremble into ruias, 
or shall she yield her rights and surrender them, 
secured as I bey are by the cons'jtution of the 
States'' If it were ever to come to the practical 
issue, through our miserable and unhappy sec 
tional divisions, and the ami slave party, wheth- 
er abolition proper or republican improper, had 
the inclination and the power, political and 
spherical, to enforce iu wishes with regard to 
slavery — were it ever to come to the issue, sis 
very or dissolution, what would be lhe answer 1 
God forbid that such au issue ever be formed! — 
I believe that it never can be, and that we will 
not be put to that dread emergency. But in 
contemplation of itu mere possibility, I w ill say 
for myself, aud I believe I may say for you, 
that we will never give up the Union, nor w ill 
we abandon our constitutional rights. Both are 
equally dear lo us. We will not surrender the 
institution ot slaverv except by our own free 
choice, and this not until our interest and hap- 
piness demand it of us. We mean to adhere to 
it, and we menu to abide by the Union; and we 
are determined that whenever our constitutional 
rights, as slaveholders, are attacked, this must 
be while we are in the Union: aud if thus attack- 
ed, the Union must and will protect us, and we 
will give the mighty soul of the South, with all 
its great powers as au auxilliary, to the govern 
ment uuder the Union, even to the death strug- 
gle in the preservation of those rights. I 

Two of those who have preceeded me in ad- 
dressing you at your annual meetings — the Hon. 
Henry ("lay and the Rev. Jno. A. McClung — pre 
sented in their speeches problems with regard 
to slavery then unsolved, bill both of which the 
lapse of time has solved, the one completely as 
I think can be shown, aud the other within the 
scope of a reasonable probability, and the de- 
velopments of a lew more years only are neces- 
sary to make the matter plain to all observant 
minds. Both theoties were wrong. 1 speak 
with diffidence. Mr Clay's was thai the 
competition between free aud slave labor would 
exiioguish slavery That is, that by the in- 
crease of the while population of the United 
States, tree labor would supply the demand for 
labor, and because free labor was preferable to 
slave labor, that therefore the owners of slaves 
could not afford lo owu them, and would be 
obliged lo dispose of them in some form or oth- 
er; aud he argued that the institution of slavery 
would thus from self iDterest be gradually ex- 
tinguished. At that time, mora than twenty 
y ears ago, every indication within the range of 
his great mind bore testimony to the truth of 
his theory. Looking into the history of the past, 
and comprehensively collating its utterances on 
the subject of slavery, its increase and that the 
whole population, the comparative value of free 
and slave labor, estimated in regard to each in 
detail, and by a comparison of these estimates 
with lhe tbeu existing stale of affairs, no prob- 
lem could have been presented lo be worked out 
in future with more apparent certainty of its 
truth than this. Since that day, however, many 
great aud unlooked for events in our bislorA 
have transpired, none of which could possibly 
have been foreseen by the eye of any statesman, 
UDless bis soul have been indued with the hal- 
lowed fire of the Prophets of old. Such were 
the discovery of the mines of California,, aud 
the acquisition ol unlimited extent of new tt-r 
ritory, boih bearing essentially and important 
particulars upon labor, its character or kind, ca 
parity and value, and through the influence of 
these causes, combined w ith others equally po 
tei't, the proposition thus propounded by bira has 
not only failed to be proved, but as is evident 
will not be to the latest period of our national 
existence. Were Mr. Clay before you on this 
occasion, 1 doubt not he would say to you this 
much and more, that lrce labor cannot success 
fully, upon slave territory, compete with slave la- 
bor," as that territory is at present goographical 
ly bounded, and whilst, as a greut pbilantbro 
pist, he would adhere to bis long cherished and 
well maintained sentimeuts in favor of emanci 
pation, he would be obliged lo acknowledge that 
no scheme of emancipation is in any view of the 
case at all practicable at ibis time. 

Mr. McClung's theory was that slavery would 
finally become extinct, under the operation of 
laws arising from its inherent character, and 
which were constantly sapping its foundations. 
As proof of this, he cited the fact that it had, 
by gradual steps, receded from the Northern 
portion of the Union, and had retired to the 
South, leaving behind it no traces whatever ex- 
cept those that gave evidence of slow and pro- 
tracted but liual and certain extinction. This 
was a passible theory, and the facts brought iu 
support of ii by bim were iucontrovertibly true 
iu tiie maiti. But the principle facta as adduced 
did not amount to proof. They could be ac 
ceunled lor upon different and more correct prin- 
ciples than those assumed by htm, and greatly 
I more In consonance with the true philosophy of 
I the slavery movement. If, iu the ecouomy of 
labor, there be any one well established princi- 
ple it is this: ibat'like every thing else it will 
seek and tiud it* proper place, and adopt itself to 
the work to he done, tor example the finest 
description of mechanism, in its parts, small al- 
most to infinitude, yet mathematically exact in 
its propositions, ami requiring perfect precision 
in its adjustment, is to be wrought out, and for 
which there is a constant and increasing demand, 
it is evident that the labor to perform this work 
will be lound, and will be suited to the yvork 
when it is found. Or if lhe demand be for the 
best and most costly productions of the loom, as 
seen in the rich and wouderlul varieties of silk 
mauulaciure, labor will be procured precisely 
adapted to what is required, and the laborer will 
' be one out of a million, none of whom but him- 
' sell can do the work, because by nature and by 
education he ha» peculiar fitness lor it Again

grass is another product of the soil to be con , 
verted into stock, or under burning suns and 
scorching heals where he who drives the plough 
share, cultivates the sugar-cane and the cotton 
plant, the principle of accommodation forces it- 
self into the mastery, and the laborer who per 
forms one of these works is not fit to perform 
the other, and he takes the place where he can 
best accomplish his task, aud leaves others to 
those who can best execute theirs. It is now 
demonstrably true, that cotton, sugar and rice 
cannot be produced remuneratively by free labor, 
and it is equally true that African slave labor can 
only make the production of these three great 
staples of human necessity profitable. Nor is 
slave labor absolutely necessary for the cultiva 
tion of grass and grain, each of which enters so 
largely into the economy of human employment 
and of wealth, because free white labor can pro 
duce these as well if not better. Even in the 
cultivation of hemp and tobacco both kinds of 
labor can be united. 

The conclusion to be drawn from these state 
ments in the argument presented is this, that 
the Northern aod Middle States, their principle 
staples of production grass and grain, do best 
without slave labor, while the States of the 
South must have that character of labor, be- 
cause it only can successfully cultivate their 
products which are rice, cotton and sugar, aud 
slavery has therefore left the Northern Stales, 
where its labor was not in demand, and retiring 
gradually, has dually located itself within the 
Souih where it only can perform the work re- 
quired. 

I may be asked why was it tbeu that slavery 
ever had a foot-hold in the Northern States 1 
In as much as climate and productions of those 
States are not congenial to it, and the labor of 
the free white man coming into competition with 
it accelerated its movement South, until it has 
at length located itself within a climate uiisu'ued 
to the white man's constitution, and on a soil 
whose productions can only be cultivated bv the 
labor of the negro slave Why was it, that at 
any lime lhe people of the Northern States, in 
opposition to these cames, were ever the owners 
of slaves ! These States, after they became 
States, and when they were colonies before the 
day of ludepeudence, all of them were slave 
States, their people not thinking ii was a sin lo 
owu slaves, howsoever great the enormity of it 
may have become since, and much of iheir 
wealth consisted of the number and value of 
their slaves, aud yet the labor of the negro slave 
was Dot adapted or suited to their production, 
and could nol compete with iheir free white la- 
bor, then how did it bappeu that slavery, as an 
institution, was ever found in their midsi? In 
the first place cotton was not ihen King. Its 
cultivation was scarcely known, and a staple iu 
commerce and in manufactures it formed an 
insignificant item, and it did not, until Whitney 
had invented the cotton gin, and other ma- 
chinery was called into existence for its perfect 
manufacture, by which il became an article of 
general consumption and of prime uecessitv, as 
sume that place in commerce and manufactures, 
which has made it one of the controlling powers 
of earth. In the next place the Northern Stales 
wielded the entire merchant service of the na- 
tion, and the ocean was whitened with the can 
vass of no ships from our shores, but those 
which opened its bosom first to Northern breezes. 
The slave trade was in the hands of Northern 
merchants. Certain it was, to the extent of its 
existence on this continent, and it continued 
there until iis final abrogation in 1808. This 
trade was one of lhe grand items in their suc- 
cessful commercial enterprises. It brought into 
their coffers more of wealth, and gave to merchant 
prioces more of the luxuries of life thau any one 
other interest which was under their control as 
carriers on the high seas, and their wealth and 
influence were of course in favor of slavery as a 
domestic iasiilution , and iheir intercourse w ith 
the iuterior combined with the demand for labor 
iu clearing out dense foresis, and in opening up 
new fields for agriculture, necessarily introduced 
slavery into those States, and not until experi- 
ence taught the lesson that lhe employment ot 
slave labor was again*, the interest of the agri- 
culturist and mechanic, were the people of those 
States al all inclined to abandon il as an institu- 
tion, and not then until the slave trade was 
abolished and iheir merchants were compelled 
by law lo relinquish it, and turn their keen in- 
tellects to other enterprises, and to seek for other 
objects of commercial gain. When, however, 
in 1808, under the provisions of laws iu accord 
anre with the spirit and meaning of the consti- 
tution, lhe slave trade was made finally to sue 
cumb, and merchants of Northern cities could 
no longer follow it and reap its rewards without 
open violation of law, then slavery, its true home 
being in the South, began to recede thitherward, 
and has continued thus to rece'detill it has found 
a resting place, where under climatic and other 
causes ii will remain as long as cotton, sugar, 
and rice are staples of consumption, and as long 
as these enter into the commerce of the ocean. 
It is true it may not have retired as far South 
Is from these causes it would seem it would 
naturally have gone. We find it in Kentucky, 
for example, she not being either a cotton grow 
ing or sugar producing State. And why have 
not these causes operated in Kentucky as they 
did iu Pennsylvania? The cause beiug the 
same, *hy is the effect different 1 But let it be 
remembered, that although sugar and cotton are 
not productions of the soil of Kentucky, yet 
hemp and tobacco are, and these are nut pro 
duced iu the State of Pennsylvania, and whilst 
they may and can he cultivated and prepared for 
market by free labor, yet this cannot be done as 
remuneratively by it as by slave labor, and beuce 
instead of receding back upon Tennessee it re 
mains with us. Besides, nol long ago the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, in convention, adjudged, iu the 
exercise of iheir primary powers, that it shall 
recede no further. And so the ebbing tide of 
slavery has found its true place of repose, and 
its edge attenuated to the mere ripple of a wave, 
show no surlace of a further ebb, and back of 
that ebb there spreads over the entire South a 
broad ocean, which, like the great Atlantic, must 
remain lorever within its rock bound coasts. 

In Kentucky slavery is a fixture; it is a per 
manency, and nothing can disturb its stability 
but a dissolution of the Union, and that cannot 
be effected by the fanaticism of the abolition- 
ist, nor bv the hot and inconsiderate haste of the 
nuilifier, both ot whom work for this bad end; 
blinded, the one by imaginary fancies and illu- 
sions in regard to equal rights and human per 
fectibility under higher law, aud the other by » 
real that consumes everything within its scope 
iu its opposition to real and fancied injuries. — 
With the Union and lhe just administrative pow 
ers of the national government to protect the 
rights of the State, Kentucky feels and knows 
that all her institutions, so long as her people 
iu their sovereignty claim to preserve them, will 
remaiu in tact, and will continue permanent from 
all assaults from without. Outside of the po 
ers of thai protection, a border State as she is, 
she would be abaudoned, lo the miserable influ 
ences ot abolition raids upon her property, ex 
cited by emissaries under every guise of decep 
tion, lrom the pulpit to the peddler's pack, and 
by discontent among her slave population, in- 
creased by underground railroad facilities to a 
foreign State, where territory touched her own 
for hundreds of miles. She would then be ob 
liged in turn for protection to a southern league 
or confederacy, and, if she attempted to hold 
her slaves, her brawny arm and her brave hreast 
would have lo bear the brunt of that battle 
fought by fanaticism ou the one hand, and right 
on the other, and her soil would be crimsoned 
with the blood of ber sods, to sustain an institu- 
tion which, from necessary causes, would be ut 
terly worthless; for a war on her plains, between 
parlies engaged in combat on account of slave- 
ry, whichever might be the victor, would even 
tuate in inevitable destruction to it as an insti 
tutiou. 

Then, 1 say again, the Union must be pre 
served. Our highest interests demand it, and 
we will preserve it; we will, if necessary, fight 
lor we will die bv it We will, in the I'mon
